R eports just published 
show deaths of 17.21 per 
1,000 
in­ 
habitants, against 
16.19 
for 
1910. 
T he departm ent of the interior finds 
the explanation for this in the heat 
wave of 1911. In th at quarter of the 
year 51,000 m ore persons died than 
In the corresponding quarter of the 
preceding year, and 27,000 of these 
w ere Infants. 
T he falling of the birth rate, how­ 
ever, Is th e greatest recorded for any 
year. It sank from 30.83 in 1910 to 
29.36 per l.oim inhabitants. As a re ­ 
sult of the higher death rate* and the 
lower birth rate the total increase of 
population was 89,od® less 
than 
in 
1910. 
West Prussia, Posen and W estpha­ 
lia show’ the highest birth rate; Ber­ 
lin, with 20.71, the lowest. 
Of P ru s­ 
sia’s 33 cities with more than 100,- 
000 inhabitants fifteen show’ an in­ 
fant m ortality 
exceeding 
the total 
average of 212.3 per 1,000 
for 
the 
state as a whole. 
T here 
w ere 
8,412 
suicides. 250 
moro than in 1910, but precisely the 
sam e num ber as in 1909.
